GENERAL  INFORMATION 


AIMS  OF  THE  PART-TIME  COURSES 

The  Part-Time  Courses  are  designed  for  the  following  classes  of  men 
and  women: 

1.  Candidates  for  undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees; 

2.  School  Teachers  wishing  an  extension  of  teachers'  certificates; 

3.  Candidates  for  C.  P.  A.  special  coaching  classes; 

4.  Auditors,  i.  e.,  those  who  are  not  seeking  university  credit,  but 
who  show  the  ability  to  pursue  with  profit  the  courses  offered. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

Students  who  enroll  for  collegiate  credit  must  meet  the  University's 
entrance  requirements  as  set  down  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences. 

Special  classes  in  C.  P.  A.  problems  and  questions  are  arranged  for 
those  who  have  completed  courses  in  Advanced  Accounting,  Auditing, 
and  Business  Law. 

Graduate  work  will  be  offered  on  Saturday  mornings  from  8-12  for 
those  who  have  received  a  baccalaureate  degree.  The  subjects  offered 
in  the  graduate  courses  are  English,  History,  French,  Spanish,  and 
Education. 

REGISTRATION 

To  gain  college  credit  in  the  Part-Time  Courses  a  student  must  have 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Eegistrar  an  official  transcript  of  credits. 

The  dates  for  Eegistration  are  listed  in  the  Calendar.  A  special  fee 
of  $2.00  is  charged  for  late  registration. 

FEES 

All  students  are  charged  the  usual  yearly  registration  fee  of  $5.00. 
A  Matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  when  a  student  enters  for  the 
first  time. 

The  tuition  for  Saturday  Courses  is  $20.00. 

The  tuition  for  the  Night  Courses  is  as  follows:
